by their soldiers. 

it. 36nifax or abraias, first of the gods of several Asian 
theogonics, whose name is taken trom the philactery a 
dahra. 2U»ratax is represented on amulets with the head <»t a 
cock, dragon^ feet and a whip in his hand. Demonographers 
have made him a demon, who has the head of a king and 
serpents for feet. The Basilidians, twelfth century heretics, 
saw him as their supreme god. Since they found that the 
seven Greek letters which formed his name added up in Greek 
tn the number 16c. which is the number of da 
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VVeirus, Pyfudomotuinbia D^cmonum. 







































































presided over 365 heavens, to whom they attributed 365 vir¬ 
tu**. one for each day. The Bavilidians further claimed that 
Jesus Christ was nothing more than a benevolent phantom 
sent to Earth by 3bnm. 

in, Hrjtntlnli, high chancellor of hell, steward of the 
wardrobe of the sovereign demons, president of the high 
council of devils, Me was adored at Slpharvaxm, city of the 
Assyrians, who burned children on his altars, The rabbin say 
that he shows himsell with the countenance of a mule, and 
sometimes with thar of a peacock. 

tv, 'ilgtwrfs, grand-duke of the eastern part of hell, lie 
is shown is a lord drawn by wires rilling on the back of a 
crocodile, a spamwhawk at his fist. Me makes deserters re¬ 
turn to the charge on the side that he protects and puts the 
enemy to flight He dignifies them, teaches all languages, 
and makes dance the earth spirits. This chief of the demons 
is of the order of the virtues: he has under his laws thirty one 
legions. 

v. 3 ljimit, harsh demon, supreme executor of the sen¬ 
tences of the infernal monarchy. He functions as Nemesis. 
Zoroaster calls him “the executioner." Origen says that he is 
the same as Siaztl; others confound him with the exterminat¬ 
ing angel. The ancients railed evil spirits “alastores" and 
Hutaich Says that Cicero, through hatred of Augustus, had 
conceived the idea of killing himself outside the foyer of tliis 
prince in order to become his alastor. 

vi. 2tatt, powerful demon, grand-duke of hell; he 
shows himself dressed like a knight, mounted u}>on an enor¬ 
mous horse; his face recalls the features of a lion; he has an 
inflamed complexion, ardent eyes; he speaks gravely; he 
teaches the secrets of astronomy and the liberal arts; he domi- 
Mta thirty six ley 
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vn. Siatonas, grand-duke of hell. He has the form of 
an unicom but when he is invoked he shows himself in hti- 
man guise. Me gives concern, if one commands him 10 do 
so; one hears then, without seeing anything, die sound of 
irumnetsand other musical instruments. Trees incline to his 
voice, l ie commands twenty nine legions. 

viu. 3iwn, or 3 anton, great and powerful marquis of the 
infem.il empire. I Ic his the form of a wolf, with u serpent’s 
tail; he vomits flames; when he lakes human form, he has 
only the liody of a man; his head resembles that of in owl and 
his beak shows vert' dint canine teedt. This is the most solid 
of the princes of the demons. I Ic knows the past and the 
future, and reconciles, when he wishes, friends who have fallen 
out. Me commands forty legions. 

i hc Egypnanssaw in 3JBMor hfloon their supreme 
God; they represent him as having blue skin when he assumes 
human form. 

u. 3 ltaw. grand marquis of hell, One sees him with 
the liody of an angel, the bead of a screech owl, riding on a 
black wolf and carrying a pointed saber in his hand. 11e ad¬ 
vises those whom he favors on how to kill their enemies, 
masters and servants; he is die one who escalates discord and 
quarrels; he commands thirty legions. 

x. 3aadn, destroying demon, the same as dnurl, ac¬ 
cording to several rahhis. He is the superintendent of the 
gaming houses. He sows dissipation and errot. Fhe rabbis 
contend that he will one dav dethrone Solomon; but that soon 
Solomon will charge him with steel, and force him to aid him 
in the Utile for die temple of Jerusalem. Tobie, following 
diese same rabbis, having expelled him, with the smoked 
spleen of a fish, from within the body of the young Sara whom 
he possessed, the angel Raphael will imprison him in die 
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depths of Egypt I 
one of hi* travels. One is amused by him on this subject; 
meanwhile, one can read in the Ctmrrur dt I'Egrpte that the 
people of dm country still adore the serpent Aitnodcc, the one 
who had a temple in the desert of Ryannch. One avers that 
this serpent ait* himself into pieces, and that immediately 
•ittcj he disappears.

Xtl. 32131, demon second class, guardian of the gout. 
At the feast of the Expiation, which the Jews celebrate on the 
tenth day of the seventh month (September), two goat* which 
are drawn by lot are brought before the high priest one for 
the 1 .ord. the other for 3ll2t1 The one who fell on the side 


of the Lord was immolated, anil his Wood served as expu- 
tiiKi. The high priest would then place both hi* hands on the 
head of die other, confess his sins and those of the people,

xiv. &a*p is'rcat and terrible king of hell. Sometimes 
he ln< three heads that of a bull, that of a man, that of a ram. 
Joined to all this is a serpents tail and eyes which shoot fire. 
But more commonly he is shown tiding nude and horned 
upon a bear and cany tng a sparrow hawk on hi* wrist. Ilia 
voice is hoanc and violent. I le advues on the pats, the present, 
and the future. This demon, w ho used to be in the heavenly 
order and who command* to this clay fort)' hellish legions, 
teaches cunning, finesse, and the easy way to see without be¬ 
ing seen. 

xv. Btrtatiit. great and powerful demon, homed carl 
of hell, similar to Rohm of the Mood* or Jack m the Green; 
he appear* in the form of an archer nr hunter, one meets him 
in the forests. Four kings sound the horn hcforc him. He 
teaches divination by bird song, by the lowing of cattle, by 
the lurking of dogs and the cries of diverse other animals. 
He bums the treasures buried in the earth by magicians. He 
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reconciles friends who have fallen out. This demon, who 
was once of the order of the virtue* of heaven or of those of 
the heavenly dominions, is reduced today to commanding 
diirty hellish legions. I Ic know* the past and the future. 

xvi, Bdfcmotk, heavy and stupid demon, in spile of his 
state I mew His strength is in his lom% lib domains are glut¬ 
tony and the pleasures of the belly Several devil worship¬ 
per* say dial in hell he is buder and high cupbearer. Boilin' 
believes that t* none other than die Egyptian Phanuh 

who persecuted the 11 threw* BfhrmMl is spoken of in Job as 
a monstrous creature. Some commentator* say dial lie b a 
whale, and other* rhat he is an elephant; but there have liccn 
other monstrous specie* which have disappeared. One see* 
in the works of Urbiin Grandier Uiat Bfhm»(tl is surely a de¬ 
mon. Dclancre say* that one see* him as a monstrous ani¬ 
mal, because he gives himself the form of all the grossest 
beasts. He swears rhar Bdraeil can also disguise himself to 
perfection as a dog, an elephant, a foi, or a wolf. 

If Ulema* our oracle on all that concerns demon*, 
does not admit Brtcwotli to his inventory of the infernal mon¬ 
archy, lie say*, in his first hook, in Ptrsttgn in ifmai, eh. 
xxt, that Bftnwtlor the elephant could well be :taja himself, 
of whom one also grant* vast pow er. 

Finally, because one reads, in Oi. 40 of Job. that 
Bdrwl eats as much hay a* a beef, the rabbis will nuke of 
him a marvelous rcust reserved for the festival of their Me*- 
uah. Thu beef is $0 enormous, they say, that he gobble* up 
every day the hay of a thousand huge mountains, which be 
has grazed since the beginning of the worid. He never leave* 
hu thousand mountains, or the gras* that he had eaten that 
day would push back the night into the next day. They swear

signifies *10111 of the flies.* Bodin' claims that he is no longer 
seen in his temple. He was the nwist revered god of the 
Canaamte*, who sometimes represented him with the figure 
of a fly, more often with attributes of a sovereign power. I le 
rendered oracles, and King Ochorias consulted him over a 
troubling malady, he wws severely reprimanded for this by 
the prophet Elijah. T

Almost all the demunumaniaca regard him as the 
sovereign of the gloomy empire; and each depicts him col¬ 
ored by his own imagination. Milton gives him an imposing 
aspect and high w isdom breathes on his face. < )nc says he is 
as high aa a tower; another of a size eipial to our own; some 
give him the form and figure of a snake, in that form he is

also seen with feminine traits. 

Ilic monarch of hell said Palingenc, in X*ujw«r 
v*iM % is of a prodigious sir*. seated on an immense throne 
surrounded by a nng of fire. He has a swollen chest. hloatcd 
face, flashing eyes, raised eyebrows and a menacing air. He 
has extremely large nostrils and two great boms on his head; 
he is Mack like a Moor two vast bat-like wings arc attached 
to his shoulders; he has two large duck feet, a bon\ rail, and 
shaggy hair from his head to hia feet. 

Some say greater than BctxrMl ls Pnapus; others, 
like Porphyrus confuse him with Bacchus Some heheved 
that they found in him the Btlbofi or BtJb^b (white god) of 
the Slavs, because his bloody image was alw ays covered with 
flics, like the BcttfMl among the Syrians. One said also that 
he was the same as Pluto. It is more reasonable to believe 
that he U B*1. whom Wicrus made emperor of hell; all the 
mote so since BdarlKl is not found by that name in his inven¬ 
tory of the infernal monarchy. 

One sees in Solomon^ CLnimks that Brtirlotl ap¬ 
pears sometimes in monstrous form, like that of an enormous 
calf or a goat with a long tail; nonetheless, he is often shown 
with the face of an ugly fly. He appeared to Faust "dressed 
like a bee and with two dreadful ears and his hair painted in 
all colors with a dragon k tail * The Mairchal of Rctx saw 
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him as a leopard. YVhc 
breathed fire and howled like a wolf. Finally, sometimes 
-burst! appears at his side in the form of an aaa. 

an. Bnttl, duke of hell, great and terrible. He is known 
by three names; some call him Bo!, the Jews call him fitnrt, 
and the nccnmiancen, Botin 


He appears in the guise of a young soldier dressed 
all in red from head to foot, mounted an • hot sc of the same 
color, wearing a crown on hit head; he responds concerning 
the past, the present and the hmtrc. One masters htm hy the 
virtue of magic rings; but do not forget that he is often ilc- 
ceilful. He has the talent to change all metals tnto gold: also 
one sometime* regards him as the demon of the alchemist*. 
He gives dignities and makes singers' voices dear and uplift¬ 
ing. I wen tv ui legions ire under his orders. 

I le is the idol of the Sichctmtc* and perhaps he is 
the tame Brnsfl of Sanchaniatno, whose learned ones bebeve 
him to he Pallas or Diana. 

The author of SokJf tmar 4 u Pint Mbnt tells a

places hun as one of the marquis of the infernal empire. He 
is strong and powerful, when he doesn't appear as a three- 
headed dog, he shows himself as a raven; his voice b raucous: 
nevertheless he gives eloquence and amiability: he imparts 
the arts of gracious living. Twenty nine legions obey huts. 

xirvi. Grapjud loath hold a high place m sorcery, W itches 
love them and select them Ihey always need diem, they 
attend to them, nourish them, and some they dress in livery 
of green, red, or black velvet Pierre Delancre van due great 
w itches arc ordinarily assisted liy some demon, who is always 
cm their left shoulder in the shape of a toad, having two little 
horns on its head He could only he seen by those who were 
nr would be witches. The devil baptised toads at the sahhath. 
Jeannette Aludir and other women have rescaled that they 
have seen toad* dressed in red velvet and Mime in black veb 
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vet; they wear a small bell around the neck and mother on 
their hind foot. 

wmi. Paan of tk ruttort Pierre Delancre asserts that 
the sabbath dances drove men wild and made women mis¬ 
carry. One says the devil taught different kinds uf dance* to 
the witches of Geneva. The*c dances were very* nide, since 
they used birch rods and start's like rho*c they used to nuke 
animals dance. It was m this country that a young woman 
had given to her by die devil a stone of fire which had die 
virtue of making anyone who touched it dance. She mocked 
the fudges during her trial, and protested to them that dicy 
could not make her die; but she dunged her tunc. 

Demons danced widi witches in the form of a goat 
or some other animal. (hie generally dances in a circle at the 
vahbath, back to luck, rarely alone or with two. There arc 
three brawlr. the lint is called the bohemian brawl; die sec¬ 
ond is executed like those of our country* artisans, that is to 
say leaping while always keeping the back turned; in the third 
brawl, all plare themselves in a line, holding hands and with a 
certain cadence, do a Uttic sidestep, like the one w e call the 
gallop today. One executes these dances to the sound of a 
little tambourtnc, a flute, a violin or other instrument that 
one strike* with a stick. It is the only music at the sabbath. 
I his way wm hes arc assured that there art no concert* in 
die wxirld better executed.
